LONDON, June 7 (AP).—Planes 
eof the Royal Air Force bomber 
command, using special delayed-ac- 
tion bombs, were credited officially 
today with destroying 83 Axis 
ships, severely damaging 18 and 
causing “some damage” to 54 oth- 
ers in a daylight offensive that 
began on March 12. 

Air Marshal Sir Richard E. C. 
Peirse, chief of the bomber com- 
mand, made the figures public in a 
“well-done” message to the flyers. 

Peirse said the offensive includ- 
éd assaults against land targets, 
too, and that “severe damage and 
casualties have been inflicted on 
the enemy both in Germany and 
in occupied territories.” 

British bombers set afire and 

probably destroyed two 5000-ton 
Axis supply ships off The Nether- 
lands coast today and a British 
convoy escaped unscathed from an 
early morning Nazi air raid sup- 
ported by big guns on the French 
coast, the British announced to- 
night. 
%An Admiralty communique said 
maval vessels escorting the convoy 
shot down two attacking German 
planes, with no losses to the Brit- 
ish. 

A fierce duel developed over the 
Channel when Royal Air Force 
planes challenged Luftwaffe units 
striking at the convoy and the 
British craft flew on to the French 
coast to blast heavily at Nazi 
gun emplacements. 

Attacks From Low Level. 

The Air Ministry news service, 
elaborating FPeirse’s account of 
bomber command activity, said 
most British daylight raids were 
made from a level “so low that 
special bombs were used, which ex- 
plode a few seconds after impact 
when the aircraft get beyond range 
of the blast.” 

“With spring and coming bet- 
ter weather, more ships were cer- 
tain to begin creeping along the 
coast food to Germany from 
invaded countries and war supplies 
from Germany to bases from which 
she attacks Britain,’ ’the service 
said.

Along 
more than 1650 miles of coastline 
from Sogne Fjord in Norway to 
Bordeaux, from dawn to dark, the 
enemy has never known where or 
when the R. A. F. would strike.” 

As a result of the attacks, the 
service said, the Germans began

ORDERS TO SEIZE 
PLANT ARE READY 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt issued an 
ultimatum today to the North 


American Aviation Corporation 
strikers—go back to work on Mon- 
day or the Government will seize 
the plant and the army will op- 
erate it. 

Stephen T., Early, a presidential 
secretary, grimly and firmly made 
this announcement to reporters 
and told them that the documents 
necessary to this highly unusual 
action had already been drawn up. 
The President will sign them, he 
said, unless the strikers decide 
to resume work at a mass meeting 
scheduled for tomorrow. 

“The President decided yester- 
day,” Early said in making his 
announcement, “that the strike at 
the North American aviation plant 
must end by Monday. He had de- 
cided that when he held his press 
conference yesterday, but was not 
ready to make an announcement. 

“He told the members of his 
Cabinet of his decision and the 
decision was unanimously ap- 
proved by the Cabinet. Last night 
at about 5 o’clock the President 
was advised that the workers 
would hold à mass meeting tomor- 
row and that there was a real 
hope that they themselves would 
decide to end the strike and re- 
turn to work Monday. 

Gives Workers a Chance. 

“The necessary papers and docu- 
ments had already been prepared 
for the President’s signature— 
documents necessary to the taking 
over by the Government and op- 
eration of the plant by the army. 
He was on the verge of signing 
them. 

“When he learned that there was 
real hope that the workers them- 
selves would end the strike, he de- 
cided to withhold the signature of 
these papers. 

“The President is not threaten- 
ing them—this is not intended as 
a threat.

INGLEWOOD, Cal., June 7 (AP). 
—Richard T. Frankensteen, CIO 
leader who is now head of the 
union’s aviation division tonight 
denounced the strike of the United 
Automobile Workers Union (CIO) 
at the North American Aircraft 
plant in a radio speech broadcast 


by the Columbia System. 

He said in part: 

“The strike . . . was called by 
the leaders of the local union 
completely without authorization 
of the United Automobile Workers’ 
Union or the CIO. 

“The strike was called by local 

leaders while negotiations were 
still in progress before the Na- 
tional Defense Mediation Board. 
It was called in direct violation 
of the agreement made by local 
leaders to keep the plant in opera- 
tion until the board had completed 
its findings, and despite the fact 
that the company had agreed to 
make all wage adjustments retro- 
active to May 1. 
“The irresponsible, inexperienced 
and impulsive action of local 
leaders in violating their own 
agreement will find no support 
from myself or our organization. 
We have vigorously condemned 
such action before. I condemn it 
now.” 

Frankensteen said he had been 
working for two days “that local 
leaders may rectify this serious 
mistake” and the plant could re- 
sume operations until the Media- 
tion Board completed its findings. 

He said. the overwhelming ma- 
jority of North American workers 
regarded the strike as “infamous 
agitation—the vicious under-hand- 
ed maneuvering'of the Communist 
party,” and added: 

“I take this opportunity of serv- 
ing notice on the Communists that 
they must keep their hands off the 
policies and the affairs of the air- 
craft division of the CIO here 
on the West Coast. 

“I am speaking with the full 
knowledgé and accord of Philip 
Murray of the CIO and President 
R. J. Thomas of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers CIO when I say 
that the CIO does not intend to 
allow the interests of a majority 
of the North American workers 
or the interests of 5,000,000 mem- 
bers of the CIO to be endangered 
by the irresponsible action of a 
minority.”

You 
have allowed yourselves to be jock- 
eyed and stampeded into the posi- 
tion of striking against the CIO, 
and against a governmental agen- 
cy which has given the CIO every 
co-operation and consideration. 

“You «have allowed yourselves 
to be put in the position of com- 
plicating and endangering those 
procedures through which you 
have every chance of obtaining 
your fair wage demands. 

“I am now going over the head 
of the local leaders and interna- 
tional representatives who were 
primarily responsible for the un- 
fortunate handling of this situa- 
tion.

This arrangement, Hull said, 
along with the agreement of the 
21 American republics at Havana 
in 1940, governs United States pol- 
icy toward all French territory in 
the Western Hemisphere.

He said that testimony before 
the committee had been to the 
effect that only 10 per cent of 
those selected for army service 
were more than 27 years old, add- 
ing that “90 per cent of the trou- 
ble’ over operation of the draft 
law came trom the older brackets. 
Appeals from decisions of draft 
boards, the committee was told, 
came principally from older men. 

Reynolds said, however, that he 
believed the President ought. to 
have a free hand in fixing the age 
limits, guided by recommendations 
of military experts. 

In any event, Reynolds said, men 
up to 36 years old who already 
have registered still would be sub- 
ject to call for service-later if any 
emergency arose, even though they 
might be deferred at this time.

Dayton, are at present studying Ocker’s 
latest invention, worked ou: in association 
with Maj: Carl J. Crane. It is called a Pre- 
Flight. Reflex Trainer, and is designed to 
facilitate the staggering task of providing 
skilled pilots as rapidly as planes become 
available. This revolutionary apparatus, the 
first of its. kind, would enable cadets with- 
out leaving earth to acquire partial training 
in primary instrument and formation flying, 
as well as machine gun firing. Advantages 
promised include shorter periods of instruc- 
tion, reduced loss of life and materiel and 
a cost insignificant beside that of trainer 
planes. It is hoped that industry would be 
freed to a large extent from one of its 
main bottlenecks, the necessity of manufac- 
turing large numbers of trainers; and could 
then concentrate most ‘of its resources on 
the production of tactical and combatant 
craft. 

Remarkable happenings have been char- 
acteristic of the inventor’s life. During the

He had no sooner.returned to the flying 
field than he was ordered grounded for “im- 
perfect vision.” Maj. Ocker, as he had be- 
come, retorted with comments forcible 
enough to cause him to be .court-martialed 
on a charge of using.improper language re- 
garding superior officers. He was acquitted, 
but not before Orville Wright had gone 
to his aid with.a letter and then an affidavit. 


The deposition’ was sworn at Dayton on 
Jan. 31, 1934: Wright maintained that 
“except for Maj. Ocker’s great zeal as a mis- 
sionary, I doubt whether the course in blind 
flying would be'a ftequirement in the army 
today.” “I believe,” the statement went on, 
“that his campaign of education has had 
more. influence in bringing about the use 
of instruments than that of any other per- 
son.” In the letter, dated 18 days earlier, 
occurred this tribute: “There may have been 
others, but I have always considered you 
the greatest missionary of instrument fly- 
ing.” / 

Unusual circumstances attend even the 
simple statement that Col. Ocker is the oldest 
flyer on the active list.of' the American Air 
Corps. When entering military life through 
enlistment in an artillery regiment during 
the Spanish-American War, Private Ocker 
gave 1876 as the date of his birth, and it 
was so carried on the rolls of the War De- 
partment for 41 years. In 1939, he provi-

As Ancient as the Phoenicians. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HEN I look at pictures showing 

how defense materials for Britain 
are loaded and unloaded on and off 
ships, I often wonder why steamships 
do not adopt more modern methods for 
handling cargo. 

It seems to be the custom to handle 
all cargo from the hold of the vessel 
by lifting it through a hatch, which 
might be termed a hole in the roof of 
the vessel, and then placing it on the 
dock, from which it is later reloaded onto 
@ motor truck or freight car. 

Apparently this method of handling 
cargo is a continuance of the block-and- 
tackle method used by the Phoenicians 
more than 2000. years ago with, of course, 
some refinement, but not very much. 
Since an avérage of three weeks is re- 
quired to unload and reload ships in 
Great Britain, the shocking loss of pre- 
cious time resulting from these ancient 
methods can hardly be justified. 

Why shouldn't the tanks, tractors, can- 
non, airplanes and other defense mate- 
rial we are furnishing Great Britain be 
run onto and off vessels on their own 
wheels through the stern, just as is the 
practice in the handling of railroad cars 
and motor trucks on the various car 
ferries on the Great Lakes? 

Why shouldn’t cargo be first loaded 
into demountable truck bodies and then 
rolled on and off ocean-going vessels 
instead of being constantly rehandled 
and stowed in the holds of ships? 

It can be demonstrated that the load- 
ing and unloading of merchant vessels 
with demountable truck bodies or con- 
tainers upon elevated ramp tracks 
through the stern of a ship can be effi- 
ciently completed, and to the same Ca- 
pacity, in less than 10 hours instead of 
the several weeks required under the 
archaic methods now in use, 

The time element in our aid to Britain 
for our own protection is paramount. 
Yet in our vast shipbuilding program, 
no effort is made to modernize our ships 
to expedite their loading and unloading. 
We are clinging to old designs and an- 
tiquated methods. Why?

OPM and the Aluminum Shortage 


Government agency blocked efforts to expand production of vital 


metal, writer says; shortage, pooh-poohed last year, now a cer- 
tainty; Aluminum Co. of America is charged with selfish attitude; 


its president disregarded warnings by a foresighted small producer.

HE extraordinary story on aluminum 
T unfolded in Washington before the Tru- 

man committee investigating national 
defense is one that the people of this coun- 
try and their President dare not ignore. 

Richard S. Reynolds, president of the Rey- 
nolds Metals Co., testified that early in the 
summer of 1939 Philippe Levelle, one of the 
officials of the French Aluminum Co., vis- 
ited at his home in Richmond, Va. 

“I had become quite concerned,” Rey- 
nolds told the Senate commmittee, “over the 
knowledge that Germany was buying more 
bauxite from France than the French were 
reducing to aluminum metal, and I asked 
Mr. Levelle in regard to this. He said 
that Germany was short of brass and was 
using the excess aluminum for making 
things like window frames and doorknobs.” 

Reynolds wondered whether this was the 
real reason Germany was buying so much 
bauxite. “I stated to him at that time I 
thought they were using it for airplanes 
and that France would later hear about it.” 

But Levelle was as complacent about 
bauxite sales to the Reich as our steel and 
oil men—and some of our Admirals and 
State Department officials—are about our 
continued steel and oll exports to Japan. 

Men like Levelle control production of 
moat of the basic war materials in this 
country, and we risk the fate of France so 
long as we leave them in control. In May 
of last year, after the blitzkrieg began, 
Reynolds went up to Washington to see 
Senator Lister Hill of Alabama, a member 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 


“I had become convinced in my own 
mind,” Reynolds testified, “that this would 
be a light-metal war, and I: had figured from 
my inadequate source of information that 
Germany, her allies and conquered terri- 
tories, including France if conquered, could 
produce one billion pounds of aluminum, 
while the total production in the United 
States at that time was less than one-third 
of that amount.” 

Senator Hill asked what could be done, 
and Reyn said he would see Arthur 
Davis, n of the board of the Alum- 
inum Co, of America. ‘Reynolds went ‘to 
Davis and told him that “he should inform 
our Government of the true situation and 
not permit us to be caught in the same po- 
sition as France.” Reynolds, whose com- 
pany at that time merely fabricated alum- 
inum, ted that Davis ask the Govern- 
ment for funds to enable the Aluminum Co, 
of America to raise its output to one billion 
pounds of aluminum a year. 

Since so vast an expansion of aluminum 
capacity .would lessen its scarcity and lower 
its price, thus interfering with the Alum- 
inum Co, of America’s monopoly policies, 
Reynolds thought Davis could ask the Gov- 
ernment for “full protection to his com- 
pany ... these emergency plants should 
be closed at the end of the emergency so as 
not to embarrass the Aluminum Co.” 

Even on this basis, however, Davis did not 
Care to CcO-Operate. “Mr. Davis felt that I 
was Unnecessarily alarmed,” Reynolds said, 
“stating that in his opinion there was am- 
‘ple aluminum and that there would be no 
shortage.” Davis’ optimism turns out to 
have been as fatuous as Levelle’s. 

The most favorable picture of our alumi- 
num situation was presented to the com- 
mittee by W. L. Batt, who came to the. 
OPM’s production division from the 

company. Batt said that if 


| 


all present plans for expansion work out 
perfectly and “100 per cent on schedule,” 
we shall have only 1,209,000,000 pounds of 
aluminum next year, although our “direct” 
military needs on the basis of present plans 
will be 1,400,000,000. This does not include 
“indirect” military néeds. 

A more pessimistic picture was presented 
by Leland Olds, chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission, who indicated that he 
felt the OPM estimates of productive pos- 
sibility were much too high. 

The dollar-a-year men who make a great 
to-do about going ‘to Washington to serve 
their country should be criticised even more 
severely than Mr. Davis and his Aluminum 
Co. Of these men, the one who bears the 
heaviest share of responsibility for hiding 
the facts on aluminum from the American 
people is Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 

+ * * 


The testimony before the Truman com- 
mittee provides a damning bill of particu- 
lars. Admissions wrung from the Aluminum 
Co,’s arrogant vice-president by Hugh Ful- 
ton, chief counsel for the committee, dis- 
closed that at the time Stettinius was as- 
suring the country that we had plenty of 
aluminum, the Aluminum Co. of America 
was already unable to fill orders on its 
books. 

Moreover, according to the testimony of 
Grenville R. Holden of the Eastman-Kodak 
Co., a. dollar-a-year consultant on light 
metals, Stettinius and the men around him 
tried to discourage Reynolds Metals from 
entering the aluminum-manufacturing field. 

They pigeon-holed an offer from a Swiss 
company to build an aluminum plant here 
at its own expense. They ignored offers of 
other companies to build aluminum-manu- 
facturing plants, and they offered to help 
the Aluminum Co. get around the Federal 
Power Commission's licensing regulations 
for the construction of a $37,000,000 power 
project at Fontana, N. C. 

This is a terribly serious situation, but 
it will be less so if we shake loose from the 
grip of the business-as-usual crowd.

In the pamphlet, entitled “A Call 
to Persons of Good Will,” the com- 
mittee said the present conflict “is 
not yet a world war” and added 
“we are asking for some kind of 
a cessation of strife and the be- 
ginning of construction before thé 
greater flood gates open.” 

Principles of Plan. 

Dynamic peace, the committee 
gaid, would include acceptance of 
the principles that: 

1. “It is a distinct disadvan- 
tage for any nation or people 
to use military force for its own 
ends; and that national armed 
forces shall be reduced with a 
view to universal disarmament. 

2. “Peaceful third party settle- 
ment of all disputes not settled 
by mutually satisfactory direct 
negotiations. 

3. “All peoples shall be free 
to develop their own cultures; 
and that each nation shall be 
free to develop the form of gov- 


4. “That economic and social 
policies which affect other na- 
“tions or peoples must be deter- 
mined in international consulta- 
tion, under international au- 
thority. 

Trade Problems. 

5. “All nationg shall be as- 
sured equitable access to mar- 
kets and to essential raw mate- 
tials, and should control immi- 
gration and emigration with a 
view to the welfare of all na- 
tions concerned. 

6. “All colonies must be ad- 
ministered by an international 
authority, with the welfare and 
development toward self-govern- 
ment by the native inhabitants 
as the primary objective and 
providing equitable opportunity 
of access for all nations to the 
resources and trade of such col- 
Onies.” 

"Is there no one in any govern- 
Ment at the moment enough de- 
tached and above the issues of 
strife to call for cessation and me- 
diation?” the committee asked. 

“If not, then we at least should 
tty aloud to those who stil] are 
ensitive to the spiritual currents 
of life and who see steadily the 
fundamental claims of humanity to 
discover some way in the wisdom

Otherwise, he . would 
have been retired ir1940. He has 
not flown a ship himself for two 
years, but still holds the rank of 
command pilot and is frequently 
aloft. 

Out of the ordinary likewise have 
been. his dealings with the Patent 
Office. An application on behalf 
of his “method for blind flight 
instruction” was filed in 1929 and 
is still pending, 12 years later, It 
is said to be the oldest claim on 
the establishment’s docket. There 
have been depositions, hearings, 
amendments, appeals and remands. 
In 1934, “purely fr6ém a sense of 
patriotism to the United States,” 
Ocker assigned his invention, with 
rights and royalties, to the Govern- 
ment of the United States. His ap- 
plication has since been prose- 
cuted by the Office of the Judge 
Advocate General in the name of 
the Secretary of War. 


If there is an early decision in 
his favor, as Ocker hopes, it will 
be due largely to one of his own 
daring expedients. On April 9, 
1940, he borrowed from the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration a 
Lockheed blind-flying laboratory 
plane, with dual control; and 
through the courtesy of Commis- 
sioner Conway P, Coe of the Pat- 
ent Office took aboard two. ex- 
aminers who from the beginning 
had remained unconvinced of the 
validity of his claim. 


Bennett Griffen, test pilot for 
the Department of Commerce, sat 
in the open cockpit. One of the 
examiners, an amateur with no 
experience of instrument naviga- 
tion, was placed under the hood. 
He was instructed to take over 
the controls and fly straight ahead. 
In less than three minutes he be- 
gan veering in a wide circle, which 
developed into a block-spring spiral 
and culminated in an earthward 
dive at 250 miles an hour. During 
all these operations the flyer con- 
tinued at imtervals to sound the 
cheery call: “Flying straight 
ahead!” Griffen saved the party 
by seizing the controls and level- 
ing the ship off. 

Ocker comes naturally by sis 
genius, which he prefers to de- 
scribe as “common sense.” His 
father was a mechanic of inven- 
tive turn. The son was born in 
Philadelphia on June 18, 1876 or 
1880, as the may be. In 1898 
he enlisted in Battery G of the 
First Artillery and saw service in 
the Spanish-American Wear and 
Philippine Insurrection, rising to 
Gorporal and Sergeant. In April, 
1899, he transferred to the cavalry. 
He continued with this arm until 
1912. In September of that year 
he re-enlisted as a private in the 
Signal Corps, and was transferred 
to the Aviation Section by Capt. 
William Mitchell, later famous as 
Brig. Gen. “Billy” Mitchell. He 
became Ocker’s company com- 
mander, 

Ocker was sent to North Island, 
San Diego, where he toiled dili- 
gently as grease-monkey and bam- 
boo polisher... At one end of the 
field the Curtiss company had es- 
tablished a school at which both 
officers and civiliang were taught 
to fly. In his zeal to become an 
expert aviation mechanic, Ocker 
worked for the school at night. 
His wage was to be 15 cents an 
hour. The Curtiss firm was short 
of funds. When arrears in his 
favor began to rise, the company 
decided it would be cheaper to 
teach him to fly than to pay him 
off. | 

He started the course on Sept. 
19, 1913, and on April 29, 1914, ob- 
tained a license as aviation pilot 
from the Aero Club of America. 
It took seven months to complete 
the requisite eight or nine hours 
of flying, because in those days 
beginners were permitted to go up

The future 
Gen. Brett was one of his pupils, 
together with many other young 
officers who are now Colonels and 
Generals. Later Ocker taught a 
second group of 50 officers at Ess- 
ington, Pa. He was at an em- 
barkation port, bound for service 
in France, when the armistice was 
signed. 

Dedicated to Fiying Safety. 


Thanks to infinite precautions, 
Ocker contrived not to lose the life 
of a single student. But training 
fatalities were frequent, and he 
himself saw 15 men- plunge one by 
one to death. The shock he ex- 
perienced determined the course 
of his career. It has been dedi- 
cated to the achievement of safety 
in flight. \ 

On humanitarian grounds, with 
the consent of the authorities, 
Ocker until recent days freely dis- 
closed his method of blind flying 
instruction to all comers, of what- 
ever nationality. To his side 
flocked air observers from Eng- 
land, Italy, Japan, China, Sweden 
and Mexico. Prior to their flight 
across the North Pole in 1937, a 
Muscovite pilot, co-pilot and navi- 
gator spent several days in Cali- 
fornia learning everything he 
could teach. A book. entitled 
“Blind Flight,” which he wrote in 
collaboration with Lieut. Crane, as 
he then ranked, was_ translated 
into Russian and is a textbook in 
the Soviet Union. 

In 1932 there arrived at the San 
Antonio air cehter an officer of 
the German Reichswehr, Capt. 
Gerd von Masso. He remained a 
year and took the flying courses, 
but spent most of the time study- 
ing Ocker's system. On his depar- 
ture he submitted a glowing re- 
port, in which he praised the 
American warmly for his contribu- 
tion to close and friendly interna- 
tional relations, 

A Challien;> to Tradition. 

Orville. Wright is on record as 
stating that he has known Ocker 
since 1914, and that early in their 
acquaintance the latter .expressed 
a conviction that air security 
would depend on flying by instru- 
ments rather than instinct. This 
was a challenge to overwhelming 
tradition. Early pilots prided 
themselves on being able to steer 
“by the feel of the ship.” At their 
school in Dayton, the Wright 
brothers found it difficult to in- 
duce students to use instruments. 
Army aviators would shame them, 
it was explained, by demanding: 
“Do you have to have instruments 
to show you how to fly?” 

The first flight instrument, de- 
vised by the Wrights, was a simple 
string attached to a crossbar at 
the front of the machine. This 
they developed around 1914 into a 
climb and later a bank indicator. 
Then the Sperry Gyroscope Co. of 
Brooklyn produced a turn indica- 
tor, and in 1919 the late Lawrence 
Sperry sent one of the new instru- 
ments to Ocker for testing. The 
Wright and Sperry devices to- 
gether made possible Ocker's dis- 
covery of flight illusions, which in 
turn led to his elaboration of all- 
weather aerial navigation as it is 
practiced yr

in a.satchel and clamp it on a 
strut after he was alone in the air. 
He was not long in making some 
startling and fertile discoveries. 
One was that the physical sensa- 
tions chiefly depended on by pilots 
—reaction of the balancing mech- 
anism of the inner ear and pres- 
sure of the body against the air- 
plane seat—were subject to the 
most dangerous errors. Again and 
again, when the muscular impres- 
sion was overpowering that he 
was banking leftward, the instru- 


, ments showed the actual direction 


to be precisely opposite. 


These tactile “mirages,” he 
found, were multiplied during 
flight through haze and clouds, 
when the horizon became invisible. 
He concluded that the eye and not 
the ear, as scientists then taught, 
is the controlling organ of direc- 
tion. By further experiments, he 
learned that his indicators not only 
registered turns and banks, but 
were capable—provided the pilot 
was trained in their use—of guid- 
ing flight correctly through fog, 
heavy weather and starless night. 

Lesson From Amusing Trick. 

In vogue for medical entrance 
examinations to the infant air arm 
was a revolving chair, in which 
candidates were seated; with eyes 
closed, and whirled about. Flight 
surgeons had discovered that an 
amusing trick could be played, It 
was reserved mostly for the defla- 
tion of pilots thought. to have 
grown too cocky. It can be re- 
peated in any home with a swivel 
chair, Col. Ocker performed it for 
the writer in Washington a few 
days ago. 

‘One of the party, with a coat 
thrown over his head, sat’ in a re- 
volving chair. He was asked to 
call out the direction in which he 
was turning. Ocker began gently 
to spin him to the right. The muf- 
fled voice sang out correctly: 
“Right!” After a bit the chair 
was brought imperceptibly to a 
halt. The victim continued to an- 
nounce in confident tones: “Still 
right—now left—still going left,” 
and so on. 

Ocker did not encounter the 
prank till 1926, and believes that 
on this account the perfection of 
blind flying may have been de- 
layed several years. He rosa from 
the chair with the guffaws of other 
pilots ringing in his ears. He went 
home and attached the Sperry turn 
indicator to the inside of a paste- 
board box. At the other end he 
eut an eye hole, and arranged a 
light inside. Thus equipped, he 


asked to have the joke played .on

his box under a head-cover, he 
turned the tables on the jesters by 
naming accurately évery spin of 
the chair. ; 
Momentous Possibilities. 

He discerned at once that this 
combination of “barber chair and 
papet box,” as it came to be known 
in ridicule, offered momentous new 
possibiiities for flight instruction. 
The student could be shown that 
his other senses were perilously 
fallible as to direction without the 
aid of the eye, and that illusions 
in this respect could be corrected 
with certainty through employment 
of instruments. He patented the 
device in the United States and 
England. Some years later Con- 
gress rewarded him with a special 
appropriation of $1000. 


In the belief that he had detected: 


the cause of innumerable plane fa- 
talities regarded as inexplicable, 
and that he held in his hands the 
salvation of many lives, Ocker be- 
gan spreading his new evangel in 
and. out of season. At first he was 
compelled to teach blind flying by 
stealth. When he finally wangled 
permission to install his instru- 
ments openly on a machine, a dis- 
approving flight officer covered 
the dial with opaque cardboard, on 
which was printed the legend: “Do 
not remove.” As recently as Aug. 
18, 1928, the flying director of a 
military field in Texas signed the 
foliowing report to Washington: 
“Blina flying is not necessary 
under normal conditions, and ia ex- 
tremely dangerous under abnormal 
conditions with the instruments we 
now kave. It is strongly recom- 
mended that blind flying be hot in- 
cluded in any phase of training at 
the Air Corps training center.” 
Blindfolded Man and Pigeon. 
It was in vain that Ocker em- 
ployed a man to blindfold himself 
and try to walk straight across 
a field, while carrying a bucket 
of whitewash to mark his course; 
and that at his own cost—as was 
true of all his experiments—he 
had motion pictures taken of the 
circlings and meanderings that re- 
sulted. He was told that birds 
fly by instinct and that men could 
learn to do the same. His asso- 
ciate, Lieut. Crane, replied by toss- 
ing a blindfolded pigeon from a 
soaring plane. The bird swing 
off a straight course into a circle, 
then a spiral and finally a nose

dive. But the pigeon, ‘unlike a 
man, happened to possess wings 
which. it arched intp a sort of 
parachute, and thus made a safe 
landing. Even homing pigeons, 
Ocker represented, refuse to fly 
in fog, when they cannot see. 

For training purposes, there had 
been developed a tandem cockpit, 
with duplicate equipment, so that 
an instructor in one could corréct 
the pupil’s errors in the other. 
Also, in those days, each plane 
had a canvas cover to protect its 
interior against rain. By uniting 
the. two, Ocker invented in 1926 
the first hooded cockpit for teach- 
ing. blind flight under actual air, 
conditions. In the front cockpit, 
covered with canvas to stimulate 
fog or night, the student was 
placed. The rear one, left open, 
was occupied by the teacher. Both 
were supplied with instruments. 
The revolving chair had coped 
with illusions oh a horizontal plane 
only. The new contrivance could 
deal with “mirages” in all three 
dimensions through which a plane 
moves—namely, horizontal, lateral 
and vertical. 

Patent Plea Denie.. 

Ocker applied in 1929 for a pat- 
ent on this second device. It was 
denied a few years later by ex- 
aminers, on the ground that the 
apparatus was “a matter of judi- 
cious choice of well-known means 
to a desired end, and not a pat- 
entable invention.” The case was 
carried to the United States Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals, 
with a brief by attorneys of the 
Judge Advocate General’s Office 
contending that the “judicious 
choice” was never known, prac- 
ticed or even suggested prior to 
Ocker’s invention; and that he had 
not merely discovered the “desired 
end” referred to, but was first 
to devise a method for attaining 
it. At the request of the Commis- 
sioner of Patents, the court last 
year remanded the claim to the 
primary examiners for further ac- 
tion. There it rests today. 

Civilians were first to recognize 
the merits of Ocker’s achievement. 
He -was summoned in 1929 to 
Brownsville, Tex., and taught his 
system to pilots of the Mexico City 
branch of Pan American Airways. 
The result was a reduction of can- 
celed trips from 45 per cent to one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. Pan Ameri- 
can extended the method to all 
its lines, and ¢ompetitors followed 
suit. Into being came the practi- 
cability of transcontinental and 


schedule, regardless of all but ex- 
treme fogs, clouds, rain or snow. 
First Course in Blind Flying. 
The earliest course in blind fly- 
ing was started in 1929 by Allan 
Hancock, a California banker who 
established the Hancock Founda- 
tion College of Aeronautics at 
Santa Maria.

life, and of course the lives of his 
companions, to this training.”

would turn the whole fate of the 
world,” he said in a broadcast ad- 
dress at the Haverford College 
commencement. 

“The airplane was born from the 
science of physics,” Hoover added. 
“The answer might come from 
there. And it imperatively de- 
mands research and more research 
—and at once.” 

He said scientific research was 
“the highway to increased effi- 
ciency and increased productivity” 
and that “this action is the more 
urgent today because through it 
we can contribute to alleviate the 
hardships of our American people 
both during and after this war.” 

“Whatever the outcome of these 
present wars, there is one thing 
certain,” the former President 
said. “We shall have to divert a 
large segment of national energy 
to armament for yéars to come. 
That at once decreases the output 
of articles for public consumption. 

“Unless we can by some parallel 
action increase our production of 
consumption goods it means an 
immediate reduction in our stand- 
ard of living.” 

‘Hoover asserted that an increase 
in the technological power of the 
nation will form the “one certain 
road” to rapid recuperation at the 
close of the present war which, he 
predicted, will. leave. the entire 
world “greatly impoverished and 
smothered in debt.” 

The $220,000,000 which he esti- 
mated is now being spent annually 
in the United States for all scien- 
tific research is less, he said, than 
“our cosmetic allowance by a good 
deal.” 

In contrast, he pointed out that 
“we will spend 20 billion a year on 
armament,” and added: “We will 
pile most of it up in national debt. 
If we could invest 1 per cent of 
this in an insurance policy called 
research and elimination of waste, 
we might save some of the bank- 
ruptcy when these wars die.”

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The problem of the new eco-

it, Dean William H. Stead of the 
Washington University school of 
Ousiness and public administration 
asserted last night at a general 
meeting of the university's new 
alumni institute. 

“The weakness in our present 
scheme,” he said, “lies not in in- 
equalities in income, but in wholly 
unjustifiable and uneconomic in- 
equalities which have resulted 
from unjust privileges on the one 
hand and unjust discriminations 
on the other. Democracy should 
assure equality of opportunity, not 
equality of results. 

“While it is clear that human 
selfishness has made n 
and will in the future — — 
sary perhaps an amount 
of socia: control through govern- 
ment supervision of economic ac- 
tivity to protect the general wel- 
fare, it is also clear that since 
government control is expensive 
and restrictive of individual ac- 
tion it is desirable to secure the 
necessary economic readjustments, 
where posible, through co-opera- 
tive arrangements among the par 
ties in the economic en " 
’“Thus, to tax away income from 
the upper income groups, pay the 
costs of tax collection and admin- 
istration and then pay out the re- 
turns in social security bénefits to 
lower income groups is obviously 
more costly than to readjust the 
income shares within the economic 
organization itself. To achieve such 
readjustment government pres 
sures may be necessary. 

“A better distribution of pur 
chasing power would increase the 
general standard of living, since 
all sections of the population could 
make their demands for goods ef- 
fective. Prices would be lower but 
the production of goods and serv- 
ices should be greater. 

“In other words, instead of pro- 
ducing limited supplies of goods 
and particular services, chiefly de- 
signed to meet demands of one 
third of the population controlling 
two-thirds of the purchasing pow- 
er, we would produce more goods 
and services to meet demands of 
the entire population, with a larger 
share of the total national income 
spent by the lower income groups 
for the basic necessities and com- 
forts of living.”

Ranches, National Monuments 
and Indian History Part of 
Southwest. 


Regardless of whether the trav- 
eler seeks an active or a lazy va- 


‘}eation, he will find in New Mexico 


an almost unlimited variety of rec- 
‘reational facilities and areas, rang- 
ing from the cool alpine regions in 
the national forests to the semi- 
desert of the sweeping plains. 

The dude-ranch country, the In- 
dian country, the cowboys on the 
range, and the authentic touch of 
old Spain which lingers in New 
Mexico—all of these offer the vaca- 
tionis ah unending list of things to 
do and see, whether it be for a 
week, a month or a season. 
New Mexico offers an ever- 
changing panorama of vast mesas 
and towering .nountains, of rugged 
desert. and primeval forest, arid 
plan and fertile valley. Stretching 
over the backs of the mountain 
ranges are seven national forests, 
which embrace nearly 11 per cent 
of the State’s total area. Within 
this cool, green playground are 
camping areas, scenic drives and 
wilderness regions accessible only 
by pack trip. The latter activity 
offers an unexcelled opportunity 
to get off the beaten path. 

The national forest area abounds 
in clear, well stocked mountain 
torrents. Fishing in season ranks 
as one of the major sports and the 
high mountain lakes offer trout 
fishing. to satisfy the most partic- 
ular fly caster. 

Many of the dude ranches lie in 
the mountain areas and are as Va- 
ried as their owners, but all smack 
of the spirit of the Old West in the 
days when the cattle. barons con- 
trolled the ranges. 

Even today in New Mexico’s met- 
‘ropolitan areas, the visitor will be- 
come accustomed to the clomp of 
high-heeled boots; the clink of 
spurs, the wide-brimmed sombrero, 
and chaps which brand men of the 
cattle country with the imptint of 
the salty Business. 

Some dude ranches are. going 
‘eow outfits, and the more hardy 
vacationist may enjoy a séason 
riding the range with real cow- 
boys who still follow the chuck 
wagon on the roundup six months 
out of the year, making their beds 
out under the stars, 

Along the: Northern: Rio Grande 
Valley and amid the high mesas 
of the western part of the State, 
is the colorful Pueblo Indian 
country, where a sedentary people 
have maintained strange, commu- 
nal villages since. pre-Spanish 
times. Not only are these Indian 
communities interesting from an 
architectural standpoint, with their 
high-piled, terraced buildings, but 
their weird ceremonial dances re- 
main among the strangest relics of 
pagan worship in America. Most 
of these Indians are artisans, num- 
bering among their handicrafts 
— and bead work. 

In Northwestern New Mexico, 
the. 16,000,000-acre Navajo Reserva- 
tion spreads away in a panorama 
of rugged .mesas, mountains and 
plains. These Indians represent 
the largest tribe in the United 
States and their weaving and sil- 
ver smithing are unexcelled, With- 
in New Mexico, too, are the reser- 
vations of the Mescalero and Ji- 
carilla Apache and the Southern 
Ute. The history of the sixteenth 
century Spanish conquest of New 
Mexico is closely associated with 
the Pueblo Indians. Among these 
people conquistador and padre 
carried the authority of Spain and 
of the Catholic Church. Many of 
the missions still are in use today. 
Others of these seventeenth cen- 
tury architectural gems are in 
ruins, but are preserved in State 
and national monuments. 

Even before history began in 
America, a sedentary Indian peo- 
ple migrated to New Mexico and 
established communal dwellings. 
Ruins of two of these structures, 
which carried a flourishing poptla- 
tion between the tenth and thir- 
teenth centuries, are preserved in 
Chaco Canyon and Aztec Ruins 
National Monuments. 

Many of New Mexico's natural 
wonders have become national 
monuments. The most notable are 
White Sands National Monument,

In the course of its 
eighth year on Broadway, after 
making the run of its nearést com- 
petitor, “Abie’s Irish Rose,” took 
by contrast like a onernight stand, 
the widely discussed play at last 
justified the expert judgment of a 
majority of New York dramatic 
critics. In reviews the day follow- 
ing the opening, Dec. 4, 1933, most 
of the experts predicted it would 
close. Last Saturday night, after 
establishing a Broadway record of 
3180 consecutive performances, it 
did. 

Broadway wiseacres are no more 
able to explain why “Tobacco 
Road” resulted in such a tremend- 
ous success at the finish, than 
they are to account for the reason 
it was such a-miserable flop in the 
beginning: Although the opening 
reviews were not encouraging, the 
critics were not unanimously op- 
posed and two or three of the most 
influential were more than toler- 
Brooks Atkinson of the 
Times and the late Petcy Ham- 
mond of the Herald-Tribune, each 
at the top of the reviewers’ class, 
passed favorably on the play; 
Burns Mantle, drama authority for 
the Daily News, -handed ‘it two 
stars, which, decoded, meang not

‘Due to this tribute or to some 
other undetermined caudge, lines be- 
gan to form at the box office. No 
longer were Leblang’s racks stuffed 
with unsold pasteboards. Until 
that seventh week the play had 
never grossed as much as $2000 
weekly.

stage hands, let alone the cast 
whose stomachs were beginning to 
rebel at the turnip diet. But when 
the final Broadway curtain was 
lowered last Saturday night, “To- 
bacco Road” had been seen in New 
York and on the road by nearly 
6,000,000 people; the gross gate ex- 
ceeded $2,000,000 and the “take” on 
tour was more than $3,500,000. 


When business began to pick up 
after the Daily News editorial, 
Kirkland and his co-producers, 
Harry H. Oshrin and Anthony 
Brown, realized that prosperity 
along “Tobacco Road” was just 
around the bend, but they failed 
to anticipate the tremendous suc- 
fess it would achieve. The depres- 
sion was diverting, prohibition was 
nearing repeal and the moment the 
return of beer was uppermost in 
the minds of most socially con- 
scious New York playgoers. But 
word of Jeeter Lester’s salty con- 
duct and comments was spreading. 

The good houses continued for 
nearly a year, a profitable period. 
In 1935, with the end of the New 
York run in sight, a company was 
sent on tour, and the second big 
break came—the play was banned 
in Chicago on moral grounds. Im- 
mediately business picked up on 
Broadway and demand for appear- 
ances was so great that two other 
road’ companies were organized, 
“Tobacco Road” became the sub- 
ject of discussion in church, civic 
and social organizations. Was it 
profane,. or was it art? Was it 
life, or was it as raw as the turnips 
members of the cast now consumed 
without. -relish,. having received 
their back pay? Thousands poured 
into the theater each evening to 
judge for themselves.

The pro- 
ducers’ profit on the New York 
run amounted to $865,000; from the 
touring companies thus far,~$1;245,- 
000. Motion picture rights were 
purchased for $200,000, and Kirk- 
land and company receive a per- 
centage of the profits on the film. 
Kirkland has never forgiven the 
critics who vigorously panned his 
play when it opened in 1933, but 
he concedes he feels less pain 
when he inspects his bank ac- 
count. 


The first Jeeter Lester was 
played by the widely known actor, 
Henry Hull, whose performance 
was acclaimed even by those 
critics who found “Tobacco Road” 
impossible. He gave 233 Broadway 
performances and then went on a 
tour, which included St. Louis. His 
guaranted salary in 1933 was $40 a 
week, scaled upward according 
to profits; and the turnips. - Before 
he left the company his weekly sal- 
ary was in four figures. 

He has been succeeded on Broad- 
way by four other Jeeters. The 
first was James Barton, a song 
and dance man in his first dra- 
matic role, who gave 1899 per- 
formances in his four-year tenure. 
He was pwed by James Bell 
with 305 : The fourth 
Jeeter was Eddie Garr, who played 
120 times until Will Geer took over 
and ran out the string with 623 
appearances as the filthy old rep- 
robate. John Barton, a nephew of 
James, played Jeeter in a. road 
company production.

Bathing with warm starch water 
instead of soap may have a sooth- 
ing effect. 


If the sunburn is severe and 
widespread, a physician should be 
consulted, as general symptoms of 
headaches, dizzines®, nausea, fever, 
or even prostration may accom- 
pany severe burns.

We have been using 
rubber treads which we have been 
tacking down but they are always 
pulling loose. Can you suggest 
different treads or a _ different 
method of securing them?

If you use the type of treads that 
have an extra piece that fits over 
the edge of the step they will not 
kick up as badly. Also, I think 
you will find it much more satisfac- 
tory to affix them with a linoleum 
cement, rather than tacking them 
down, The only other thing I could 
suggest would be to use a regular 
stair carpet rather than the rubber 
treads.

Question: In moving, I am to 
have a dining room, although I 
hear on all sides that they are no 
longer considered necessary.

Keep a small piece of the 
pine to experiment on in getting 
the proper tone. Apply with even 
strokes in one direction, follow- 
ing the grain of the wood. The 
lighter the stain desired, the more 
turpentine should be mixed with 
the stain.

it. Both were published between 
one and two years ago. Would 
it be possible for you to send me 
these recipes or, if not,.to reprint 
them in an early issue? 


Yes, it was almost two. years 
ago that the lamb stew recipe ap- 
peared. Since it is a good recipe 
arid timely, we will repeat it for 
others who may have missed it: 
LAMB STEW, WITH DUMPLINGS 

Two and one-half pounds shoul- 
der lamb, two quarts water, eight 
small white onions, one bunch car- 
rots, two cups diced potatoes, one 
cup diced celery knob, one cup 
fresh green peas, salt, pepper, 
flour,

Shoulder of lamb is lean and is. 


the best cut for this type of 
stew. Breast of lamb has a de- 
licious flavor and half shoulder and 
half breast makes a good com- 
bination. Add water to lamb and 
bring to boiling point. Let boil 
for 10 minutes, skimming top of 
all froth. Reduce heat, cover 
saucepan and cook at simmering 
point for one and one-half hours. 
Then add small white onions, car- 
rots which may be left whole if 
they are small (large carrots are 
cut crosswise on extreme bias, hav- 
ing the slices about one inch 
thick), diced potatoes and diced 
celery knob. If celery knob is not 
available whole hearts of celery 
may be used, trimming. them nice- 
ly and cutting in four-inch Jengths. 
Bring again to boiling point, sea-

fully place in center of ' platter. 
-Thicken liquid with flour that has 
been mixed to a smooth consisten- 
cy with a little cold water. Bring 
to boiling point .and let boil two 
minutes. Add more salt and pep- 
pér if necessary. Strain over meat 
and vegetables and garnish with

Of course everyone realizes that 
tt is the baritone that actually 
jmprovises and supplies the true 
ereative element in barber shop 
harmony. (My own part was reg- 
iarly the baritone.) If you suc- 
ceeded in making the tenor any- 
thing more than a mere slavish 
third above the melody, my hearty 
congratuations. But I hope you 
never indulged in the despicable 
practice of singing the baritone 

an octave up, thus forcing 

upon the baritone himself the 

degradation of becoming tempor- 

arily a tenor.

As for extending the litera- 
ture of “close harmony,” that 
has already been done to some 
extent in my book, Barber Shop 
Ballads, and in the set of rec- 
erds which I recently edited, 
with appropriate comments, for 
a recorting company. In my 
book I include the old English 
classic, “Shall I Wasting in De- 
spair,” ending with the much 
quoted line, “What care I how 
fair she be?” The words are 
by George Wither, a poet of the 
seventeenth century, and the 
music makes wonderful barber 
shop chords. There are also 
“And When the Leaves” and 
“Graceful and Easy,” both of 
uncertain origin but classic 
mold.

@ LAST YEAR I gave a theme 
sng to the Society for the Pres- 
ervation and Encouragement of 
Barber Shop Quartet Singing in 
America (SPEBSQSA for short) 
and this consisted of the tradi- 
tional notes of the Westminster 
Chime, with harmonized echoes, to 
the following words: SPEB (SPEB) 
That's harmony 
For evry day 
(for ev'ry day). (Tenors hit the 
high note at the finish.) 

That four-note pattern is not 
only one of the landmarks of 
usic in general (you remember 
its use in the Finale of Brahms’ 
rst symphony) but it is the an- 
eestor of the most popular echo 
effects of barber shop harmony. 
ts inversion produces “How Dry 
I Am,” which leads both musically 
and logically to “Sweet Adeline” 
itself. “Say Au Revoir But Not 
Good-bye” is another example of 
the same pattern.

Don’t think that’ barber shop 
quartets are limited to such 
songs as “I Had a Dream, 
Dear.” Last summer the Four 
Barbers were practically disqual- 
ified by two of the judges at the 
New York World’s Fair because 
they sang what was evidently 
considered a concert number, 
“Little Yalier Gal.” The winning 
Flat Foot Four, of Oklahoma 
City, however, successfully 
hurdied the classic strains of 
“Annie Laurie,” and the “Plow 
City Four” (perhaps mistakenly) 
gave their version of Sullivan’s 
“Lost Chord.”

I DON’T SEEM to recall any 
ullaby of Schubert that would 
make good barber shop harmony, 
but several of the Foster songs

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Indeed, we ourselves do not 
know the source of most. of the 
common expressions that flavor 
our speech, 

For example, SO LONG, a popu- 
lar form of farewell, good-by, has 


no literal meaning. It is said to | 


be a shortened corruption of the 
Moslem salutation SALAAM 
ALEIKUM, meaning “may peace be 
upon you,” and pronounced suh- 
LAHM uwh-LY-koom. It was im- 
ported by Africans brought to this’ 
country as slaves. . 

Who would have thought that 
BARBECUE had its origin in ‘the 
old French custom of roasting on 
a spit the entire carcass of a 
g0at BARBE-A-QUEUE (“from 
beard to tail”)? 

The term WILDCAT has out 
lived the original meaning “a dis- 
honest, ‘illegitimate enterprise.” 
Today, in the parlance of the pe- 
troleum industry, a . wildcat is 
merely an oil well drilled in un- 
proved territory. But early in the 
last century a certain bank in 
Michigan ruined tens of thousands 
of its depositors when it was found 


.to be utterly insolvent after having 


issued large numbers of bank- 
notes on the face of which was 
handsomely engraved the picture of 
a wildcat. 

It/I give you a check for which 
I have no money in the bank, hop- 
ing that somehow I shall be able 
to make an adequate deposit before 
the check is presented for pay- 
ment, I am said to KITE the 
check, In former days, KITE FLY- 
ING was a common practice 
whereby one unsound business con- 
cern financed its operations by 
exchanging worthless checks or 
drafts with auother, thus furnish- 
ing fictitious capital for both 
houses to transact business with. 

LET IT SLIDE is an expression 
so ancient that it can be traced 
back to Chaucer, who wrote in his 
“Clerke’s Tale” that Lord Walter 
was so fond of hawking that he 
“well-nigh let all other cures 
slide.” In Shakespeare’s “Taming 
of the Shrew,” Christopher Sly 
says: “Let the world slide!” 

To SKYLARK has no connection 
with the bird of that name. It was 
originally a nautical term that de- 
scribed the larks or tricks of 
sailors as they ran about and 
frolicked in the high rigging of 
ships. 

The term of opprobrium, ONE 
HORSE, takes us back to. pre- 
automobile days, when any person 
of consequence drove about in a 
“rig” behind a team of spanking 
trotters. A “one horse” rig was 
the jallopy of the time. 

In the Congress of the United 
States, a FILIBUSTER is a legal 
method of delaying action or con- 
suming time. The word is from 
the Spanish FILIBUSTERO, mean-

ing freebooter, pirate. It original- 
ly designated the buccaneers that 
infested the waters off the Spanish- 
American’ coast. The authorities 
are silent on how this swashbuck- 
lering word of the Spanish Main 
has degenerated to its present 
prosaic meaning, but obviously the 
first filibusters of Congress were 
so called because they pirated 
(stole or wasted) the valuable time 
of their fellow members. 

“It is NOT YOUR FUNERAL,” 


we say to a person who is unduly 


concerned about the misfortunes 
of another. The allusion, of course, 
is obvious; but there is more to 
the phrase than a mere apt; though 
grisly, figure of speech. 

The expression originated long 
ago when the settlers of America 
lived so great a distance from one 
another that it was often impos- 
sible to. obtain a clergyman to con- 
duct a funeral service: The “fu- 
neral” (that is, the sermon and 
religious services) was sometimes 
held as long as a year or two after 
the actual burial. As the family’s 
grief had been allayed by time, 
such “funerals” were notable for 
feasting, drinking and merrymak- 
ing as friends and kinsmen came 
from a distance to pay their re- 
spects to the departed. It was in- 
evitable that the early American 
version of the gate crasher should 
be attracted in. goodly numbers to 
such a delightful and festive an 
occasion. And these troublesome 
intruders, we may be sure, were 
sternly rebuked and sent about 
their business. “This,” they were 
told, “is NOT YOUR FUNERAL.” 


Economical Menus ay Meta Given 


T’S EASY to add chocolate fla- 
vor to foods when you can do 
it by sifting cocoa with the 
flour. If your recipe calls for 
melted chocolate, you can change 
that to cocoa, too, by substitut- 
ing two and two-thirds tablespoons 
of cocoa and one-half tablespoon 
of additional shortening for every 
square (ounce) of unsweetened 
chocolate the recipe calis for. 
Good quality cocoa has almost the 
same effect as chocolate when sub- 
stituted in these proportions. To- 
day’s cookie recipe was tested 
with cocoa from the start, so here’s 
a good chance to try it for your- 
self. : 
CHOCOLATE OATMEAL COOKIES 
One and one-fourth cups all pur- 
pose flour, one-half teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-third cup cocoa, one and one- 
fourth cups sugar, one-third cup 
butter, melted; one-third cup oth- 
er shortening, melted; one egg, 
well beaten; one-half cup milk, 
one and one-half teaspoons vanilla, 
two cups uncooked rolled oats. 
Sift flour, measure and resift 
twice with baking powder, salt, 
cocoa and sugar. Mix melted but- 
ter and shortening with beaten 
egg and milk and mix thoroughly 
with the dry ingredients. Final- 
ly add vanilla and stir in the rolled 
oats. Drop by teaspoonfuls onto 
a buttered cookie sheet and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees) 
for 15 to 20 minutes. Remove to 


cake coolers and cool. Makes 
about five dozen cookies.

She did 
not return to the cast but retired 
from the theater and now lives 
with her husband and daughter, 
the proud owner of a small yacht 
she purchased with the proceeds 
of her long engagement, appre- 
ciatively named “The Ellie May.” 

So long was the five-foot high 
bank of red earth, representing 
the front yard at the Jeeter shack, 
heaped on the stage at the Forrest 
Theater where the play was last 
housed, that Property Man Ed

of an adjacent building. Hull, in 
the role of Jeeter Lester, sensed 
something wrong in the pit and as 
he continued his lines, moved for- 
ward on the stage ready for an 
emergency. Sure enough, someone 


shouted “Fire,” and a flurry te- - 


sulted. Hull snatched the scraggly 
false beard from his face, turned 
to the audience and roared: 

“Are you all crazy as. Jeeter? 
If there was'a fire; you would be 
notified.. Stop talking ‘and sit 
down.” 

Someone laughed, the panic sub- 
sided and Hull replaced his whis- 
kers and. stepped back in charac- 
ter. 

Now, after the longest run in the 
history of the theater, “Tobacco 
Road” already is a legend, al- 
though the Forrest Theater has 
been dark only a week and the 
Lester shack and the tumble-down 
well have not yet been disman- 
tled. The tons of earth, though, 
have been carted from the stage, 
leaving in the stale air of the 
empty theater a thin, red haze— 
as red, almost, as the faces of the 
critics who more than seven years 
ago pronounced the play a certain 
flop.

been hearing a lot about the place of aviation in national 

defense, how fast we can build airplanes, how fast we can train 
pilots, so now Paramount studio and the Fox Theater give v8 a 
look-see at what's going on. The title is “I Wanted Wings” and 
buzzing beauties flash before us, stars on wings, stripes on tails, fancy 
fish. ; 
But Paramount and Fox have also given us a thriller, a genuine 
old pulse-throbber and nerve-shatterer. “I Wanted Wings” is the best 
aviation picture back to “Test Pilot,” maybe farther back than that. 


Opening with a simulated air raid on Los Angeles, biatkout, anti-| 
aircraft, flares and fighter planes, it offers a blood-chilling war game 
right at the beginning. H. G. Wells doesn’t need to write of any 
horrifying things to come, théy are already here: Beauty there is, too, 
of formations that would make a flock of ducks jealous, of gentle and 
steep bank, of planes penetrating clouds, sweeping over countryside. 

Our pilots, manly Ray Milland, William Holden and Wayne 
Morris, are fine-looking chaps. But they have an amazing amount 
of romantic troubles. It’s not only a problem for Air Corps discipline, 
it’s tough on the equipment. One blonde wrecks a. whole flying 
fortress. 


After starting things off with the air raid at Los Angeles and 
enough evidence for the opening of a court-martial, “I Wanted Wings” 


moves to Randolph Field at San Antonio, Tex., and works back to the | 


verdict. When the end of the picture is reached, the blonde is out of 
it and it’s a good thing. The Air Corps was about to go/to pieces and 
it’s safe. 

“I Wanted Wings” is no routine yarn, however, but a very thorough 
job of writing, by Lieut. Beirne Lay Jr., Richard Maibaum, Sig Herzig, 
Eleanore Griffin and Frank Wead, who probably got it out on an 
assembly line. More than that, it represents a marvelous piece of 
direction by Mitchell Leisen. The army furnished the planes, air 
fields, buildings, parachutes and a few odds and ends, 


It is the new equipment that is most mystifying. Many of us 
who had become used to Handley-Page, Spad and Fokker, to trans- 
port planes and even the new street cars, wouldn’t know where to 
knock our cigarette ashes in some of the jobs Milland, Holden and 
Morris take up. Still it’s nice to go along for the ride and “I Wanted 
Wings” cag be recommended to anyone whose heart action is good 
and who doesn’t faint easily. The crashes are really hcrrible, almost 
like news photographs, and the audience finds a forced landing by 
Holden so exciting it applauds. 

The emotional strain in the romances of Milland and Holden is 
just as terrific. Constance Moore plays nice girl, a magazine pho- 
tographer, and Veronica Lake, as night club “vocalist,” the ball of 
fire. Miss Lake is different, with a lock of hair hanging over one 
eye, and will be remembtred. 

“I Wanted Wings” has everything it needs, therefore. But so far 
as the war games are concerned, we have had enough and can stop 
right there. It’s a real relief to spend a quiet, thunder-and-lightning 
evening while a couple or three murders are being committed in 
the second feature. That's “The Black Cat” and it has Hugh Herbert 
saying, “Terrible! Terrible! Everybody's money mad, including me,” 
and biffing the clutching hand with a book when it reaches for him 
from behind a curtain.

Preparation of a new show, as 
indeed any show under Municipal 
Opera’s stock company system, is 
however, a matter of inspiration 
under high pressure. As the open- 
fing show. of the season, “New Or- 
leans” could be in rehearsal long- 
er than a week but the real cre- 
ative worries, the labor of putting 
the pieces together, came at the 
last minute. 
“New Orleans” was in better 
shape, so far as script and score 
were concerned, than any brand- 
new show the Forest Park organ- 
ization has tackled. Both Rom- 
berg, the composer, and Hammer- 
stein, the author, are long experi- 
enced in the writing of musical 
shows. Romberg became well ac- 
quainted with the Municipal The- 
ater when he was here with his 
“Nina Rosa” at the opening of the 
1930 season and Hammerstein had 
helped whip “Gentlemen Unafraid” 
into shape for the 1988 opening. 
The deal for “New Orleans” was 
closed early in 1941 and very soon 
libretto and score were in the 
hands of Productions Manager 
Richard Berger in New York. Some 
conferences followed but few 
changes were made. One comic 
scene in Act III became a musical 
nu and Romberg wrote his 
“Duello” for it.. “Eleven Levee 
Street” also was added later on 
the composer’s own suggestion. 
By May 1, both script and score, 
for which musical notation was 
done on the West Coast, were 
ready. And both were right for 
Forest Park performance. Ordi- 
narily, when musical shows are on 
their shakedown cruises in. the 
East before Broadway opening, - 
they run an hour too long and 
much time is spent in cutting and 
re-rehearsing. “We haven't that 
privilege,” Berger says. 
Both Romberg and Hammerstein 
arrived on the lot two weeks ahead 
of the opening and they and 
Berger got to work at rehearsals, 
adding the touches of comedy 
or melody needed here and there.

pretty .closely, we hadn’t allowed 
enough space for the hoop-skirts 
and it was really shocking to find 
how much they took. We had to 
restage the dancing, arm-taking

Then there were problems of 
makeup. New members of the 
company came out looking like the 
grotesque figures of a Russian 
comedy ballet,.for the old-timers, 
called on to give pointers, some- 
times hadn’t resisted the tempta- 
tion to praetical jokes. “We lined 
them up and told them how to 
remedy things,” Berger said.

Weather conditions prevented 
dress rehearsals on the stage Tues- 
day night and Wednesday night's 
session lasted until 5 a. m., with 
much time consumed by scene- 
shifting, as ig usual at such a 
stage.
